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ancestors: our family legend 





o it hasn't been so easy for me, opening my eyes in the morning , 

‘one moment ..checking books out of the library of alexandria and 
the next moment in a brothel in ephesus chatting with roland barthes’. 
(footnote e.m.) the next day fighting carthaginian warriors and 


battling the winds of tunisia. you get the picture. 


(was i blessed or cursed? depending on your viewpoint. with a highly 
inquisitive and imaginative mind, we were driven to thoroughly re- 
search our family history over the course of many years. the research 
ended up with the story i've put together, with the remains of what i 


call a mind ) 


since the beginning in our family, there has always been the ' legend 
of the counts troianelli. i say legend because of the way my brain 
works. i've done my best to do factual research on this, i've put to- 
gether pieces of fact, added toit with ‘romantic intuition’, to try to 
form a story that may be of use to some distant relative in the future. 
please don't crucify me if you can't blow away some of the cloudi- 
ness in my story with more facts. hopefully the facts, stories and doc- 
uments that i have gathered will aid youin your pursuit. for those of 
you in the family like me that value romance, history and nobility of 
spirit, i hope this recollection of events will at least prove entertaining. 
(as a defense against the less imaginative of you, let's refer to the fol- 


lowing as a narrative story, an allegory of our family!) 


so the story on my father's side of the family (the fuoco, zenga, 


troianelli's) was that we were descended froma count. the story 
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went, that grandmother zenga was a fiery beauty, intelligent, beau- 
tiful, unconventional, not one to respect the norms of the time. she 
was from a peasant family that worked for the rich and dashing vis- 
count troianelli (who was unhappily married ). an affair began and 
developed. then it was told that the two ofthem moved away from 
his legal wife and lived happily together as husband and wife for the 
rest of their lives ( what would now be called common law marriage) . 
at the time, divorce was almost unheard of and prohibitively expen- 
sive and could only be done with extreme measures. at any rate, great 
grandmother and the count lived happily together until death and 
produced a large family of 6? children and many descendants. be- 
cause their relationship was scandalous by the mores of eighteenth 
century europe, and still by the values of the 1950's and 60's , this sto- 
ry was always told in our family with hushed tones. resulting in both 
pride in our supposed heritage and embarrassment with the scan- 
dalous nature of the relationship. so of course with my curious and 
analytical brain i have spent many hours trying to research to find 


what i could, attempting to separate fact from fiction. 


these are some of the things that help to put the story together, that 
may be of help to future relatives and researchers, that may have in- 
terest in this romantic story. first of all, there isa quite complete an- 
cestor tree , done by a cousin rosemary zenga in san francisco, a 
woman far more intelligent and organized than me, who put togeth- 
er the zenga fuoco troianelli tree back to viscount troianelli. , i think 


back to the late 17 hundreds. i will footnote the family tree. i believe 
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it is registered at ancestry.com. its quite complete and includes our 
grandmother rosa zenga , the mother of my dad john w. fuoco. here is 


the letter describing the tree (this should be placed in footnotes): 
Hi Robert, 


We Are Related! My father’s name is Henry Zenga, (who with his wife 
owned a rubber plantation in the phillipines , r.f) who is has passed 
away. Yes, my mother is from the Philippines, Magdalena Zenga. Who 
believe it, STILL, lives in my grandfather, John Zenga and grandmoth- 
er, Rachel Barone’s house; 269 Maple Street. My younger sister, Chris- 
tine and brother, Robert, live with her. My older sister, Marilyn Zenga 
(a few years younger than you), occupies, the second floor of 269 
Maple, which used to be Uncle Armand Zenga’s(6'4' police detective, 
rf) house, who also, is now passed away, as his wife, Alice. Willie Zen- 
ga,(west hartford policeman?, rf) who was the younger brother of my 


father, also deceased, used to live on the 3rd floor of 269 Maple. 


We are definitely related, your grandmother, Rose Zenga Fuoco, is my 
father’s auntie. My mother knows your parents and grandparents. Did 
you not have a death in your family recently? My brother and mother 


did say they saw something in the obituaries. 


And yes, there is a “dark side” to this count connection. The stories I’ve 


heard goes something like this: 
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Domenica Zenga had children with this Count Trioanelli; one of their 
children, Giovanni Zenga married Anna Antonia Matera; then Giovan- 
ni and Anna had Tomasso Zenga who married Pasqualina Campagone; 
Tomasso and Pasqualina are the parents of Rose Fuoco and my grand- 


father John Zenga. 


You must definitely know Auntie Kay Cortelesa Sagarino, she’s my 
father’s cousin and your Auntie, for sure. Maria Grazia, Rose’s sister 


and my grandfather John’s sister, was Auntie Kay’s grandmother. 
Does this all sound familiar? 


My younger sister, Carol, has done some research herself on the family. 
Most of her contacts, of course, are from the Barone side still residing 
in San Pietro Infine. But as always in the old country, they’re all related 


some way or the other. 


Nice hearing from you and if you are in New Britain, do call on my 


mother and my sisters.

so this family tree , as it is, has been put together and researched by 
cousin zenga in san fran. the crucial information and photographs of 
‘count zenga’ were not provided in this doc. the town where these 
records would have been held is called san pietro infine. about ten 
years ago friends peter huybrechts, and debbie mckiever, andi trav- 
eled to the town to do further research. as it turned out , this incredi- 
bly beautiful ancient town on a pristine mountain top, had been 


bombed in world war 11, and the church holding all the records had 
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been decimated. the wise italians had left the remains of this beauti- 
ful ruin of a town intact and rebuilt the new town down the hill just 
below it. in talking to people and searching in the remains of the 
records i was able to find bits and pieces which may inform the 


cloudy romantic history of my family. 


for those of you that are engineers and mathematicians you may have 


problems with my piecing together of this information, 


for those of you that are intuitive romantics everything will fall togeth- 


er nicely. 


first of all by recollection of the town members i found the ruins of a 
house that they believed was the troianelli house, where count 
troianelli and my grandmother lived. the ruins of the building brought 
tears to my eyes . igot to it by way ofa granite staircase up the hill. 
between the granite pavers grew mint. the old romans often planted 
mint in walkways thinking that the smell of crushed mint would en- 
liven the mind and keep the memory keen. i have a picture of this 


building and stone stairway that ill try to include. 
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the ruins of the old troianelli homestead, san pietro infine, and granite stairs with 


mint. fuoco photo 


aha there it is!!! it is worth noting that san pietro infine is a town 
that was onthe ancient roman stone road that went from naples to 
rome. san pietro was at a high point and was unfortunately con- 
sidered a vital military location in world war 11 and was heavily 
bombed. the film maker john huston made a beautiful black and 
white documentary film of the area after the war. i was able to find 
a historic document in italian, which with my meager abilities in trans- 
lating, was able to translate into english. from what i could garner , 
the town was basically an incredibly beautiful farm town, full of 
peasant farmers except for a main crossroads that was called ' the arc 


of the barons’. the ‘arc of the barons' was the place where the four 
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large landholders properties met. one of the homes here was the 
house of viscount troianelli. ireally don't know what the difference 
between a viscount and a baron was, but basically i think they were 
just large landholders, and people with large farms. my mother , 
josephine, who was a stickler for truth once recounted that the 
troianelli's , who were vintners, had huge casks of wine, taller in 
height than the height of average people, and that they employed 
over 20 gardeners. i don't know what the source of this knowledge 
was but i'm passing it on for the sake of the story. the document i 
found in italian, on the arc of the barons, talked about the huge 
'‘frantoi's' which i believe were olive grinding machines that ground 
the olives with huge granite stones. at these 'frantois", the farmers 
would process the olives into olive oil. in those days wealth was mea- 
sured in casks of wine and barrels of olive oil. i will try to find the 
document that iam recollecting and insert it here or in the footnotes. 


(this document has been added to the footnote section). 


up to this point in the story, we have been dealing essentially with a 
factual progression ( the zenga family tree connecting our immediate 
family to the 'count troianelli/zenga intersect in (1810???xx) , the docu- 
ment in the italian/ and my feeble english translation of the of the arc 
of the barons, the troianelli house, and the 'frantoi's", anda second 


historic document speaking about the last living troianelli brothers 


who passed in the 1940's. 
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at this point , to go forward with the story in a logical scientific way 
it would be helpful if we had photos or paintings of viscount troianelli, 
perhaps paintings of the house, could get more historic research di- 
rectly from the ancient town records, or could dig up his bones to take 
d.n.a. samples and compare them with family descendants. but be- 
cause the ancient historic town of san pietro infine was severely

Furono in- 
viati 36 uomini, i soli disponibili, comandati da un Ufficiale, che rag- 
giunsero di corsa il paese di San Pietro Infine, distante da San Germano 
circa 12 chilometri. Giunsero dopo la mezzanotte al paese, avvolto dalle 
fiamme. | briganti avevano stabilito in piazza San Giovanni, che si 
trovava nella parte pit alta del paese, il luogo di riunione, dove accu- 


mulare e caricare il loro bottino. 


LUfficiale in comando, organizzo l'attacco dividendo la truppa in due 
squadre, una comandata dall'Ufficiale stesso, l'altra da un sergente e 
nonostante il loro ridotto numero e l'elevata pendenza delle strade del 
paese, affrontarono i briganti con coraggio ed estrema rapidita.

Paola Faloja is an eclectic pioneer of the visual arts. This graduate of 

the Academy of Fine Arts, sculptress and stage actress also directed a 
documentary entitled Le pioniere della macchina da presa - The Pio- 
neers of the Film Camera, presented by RAI at the HYPERLINK 
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"http://www.tamtamcinema.it/festival.asp?id=160&lang=eng" Turin In- 
ternational Women’s Festival (1-9 March 2002). In the seventies, she 
was one of just a handful of Italian women film directors who counted 
in the industry. “There was Wertmuller, Cavani, Mangini... and me. | 
don’t remember anyone else. | had been a pioneer of film since the ear- 


ly sixties.” 


In the early seventies, Annabella Miscuglio, Rony Daopoulos of the 
FilmStudio took a giant step forward when they organised the first edi- 
tion of the Italian women’s film festival (Kinomata). At the time, Paola 
Faloja was assistant to Federico Fellini and Vito Pandolfi, who was also 


her husband, and she had directed 1 manichini. 


Thirty years have passed and this year's edition of the Turin Women’s 
Film Festival seems to have been deserted by Italian women directors, 
although the public continues to flock to the event in ever-growing 
numbers: an odd state of affairs because today, we have more women 
directors than when the festival was taking its first uncertain steps. 
“Women directors from all over the world are inundating us with hun- 
dreds of films while our home-grown talent is scared to take part: they 
don't want to be thought of as living in a sort of ghetto and don't think 
of this event as being a privileged showcase,” Clara Rivalta, the artistic 


director of the Turin Festival tells us. 


The screening of Faloja’s film about the early women pioneers of Italian 


cinema - many of whom are totally unknown to the majority of the 
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public - was one of the highlights of Turin this year. Faloja’s protago- 
nists are all strong, courageous women with character to spare, al- 
though most of the films they made have unfortunately been lost. It is 
now up to the new generation of historians to recover them for posteri- 
ty. Enza Troianelli, an historian who died young, researched this docu- 
mentary with Faloja. Troianelli will be best remembered for her por- 
trait of Elvira Notari, the founder of two production companies, Dora 
Film and Gennariello Film (after her son). Notari made hundreds of 
films that despite being derised by the critics of the day, were relished 
by homesick Italian immigrants in America. Naples and its surrounding 
area was almost always a feature of these films. The protagonists were 
ordinary men and women of the people who were photographed in a 
style that only several years later would come to be known as neoreal- 
ism. The audacity of films like Fantasia e surdato or La tavola dei poveri 


still have the power to surprise us today. 


“After sending faxes all over the world, we discovered that the Amster- 
dam Film Library had some films by Diana Karenne on its shelves. She 
was a Polish woman who became Italian on her marriage and made 
films in France and Germany. She was also a futurist painter and her 
work is reminiscent of Lolita Lempicka’s. There is a wonderful scene 
where she pretends to be a snake charmer. Part of this priceless materi- 
al was given to us by two pre-eminent film experts, Riccardo Redi (a 
journey to Paradise and a tap dance) and Martinelli (who lent us his ex- 
traordinary collection of photos” Faloja informs us. “The other direc- 


tors came from all over Italy. Daisy Silvan was a Florentine nobel- 
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woman about whom very little is known apart from the fact that she 
directed “Bolscevism”. A film that no longer exists. Elettra Raggio, who 
directed several noirs, hailed from Milan. Giulia Cassini Rizzotto was 
Sicilian. She made sparkling comedies in the style of Ernst Lubitsch. 
Then there were Diana D’Amore, Bianca Virginia Camagni and Gemma 
Bellincioni Stagno, a famous opera singer. They were all actresses and 
we were able to see what they looked like even if most of their films 


have been destroyed.” 


We ask Faloja about the exclusion of the women who directed Italy’s 
silent divas (who swore that they and not their directors, were respon- 
sible for the films). “I left Francesca Bertini out because she was never 
credited with directing a film. 1 know that in Mingozzi’s documentary 
Bertini says, “you see, | was the one who held the threads, | wrote this 
and | was the one who decided how a given scene should be filmed”, 
but we had to stick to the facts and the eight women directors we in- 
cluded in the film are without a doubt true filmmakers. 1 cannot say 
the same for the others, and that includes Di Sangro who never was 


credited for having directed made a film.” 


Asked about Vito Pandolfi, an unforgettable name for all those who 
know and love Italian cinema, Faloja tells us, “The restored copy of Gli 
Ultimi that Pandolfi made in 1963 was just presented in Udine. This 
film was made in a small town in Friuli and is based on the autobiogra- 
phy of Father Davide Maria Turoldo, who was the child of peasants.

THE WOMEN DIRECTORS

Paola Faloja is an eclectic pioneer of the visual arts. This graduate of 
the Academy of Fine Arts, sculptress and stage actress also directed a 
documentary entitled Le pioniere della macchina da presa - The Pio- 
neers of the Film Camera, presented by RAI at the HYPERLINK 
"http://www.tamtamcinema.it/festival.asp?id=160&lang=eng" Turin In- 
ternational Women’s Festival (1-9 March 2002). In the seventies, she 
was one of just a handful of Italian women film directors who counted 
in the industry. “There was Wertmuller, Cavani, Mangini... and me. | 
don’t remember anyone else. | had been a pioneer of film since the ear- 


ly sixties.” 
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In the early seventies, Annabella Miscuglio, Rony Daopoulos of the 
FilmStudio took a giant step forward when they organised the first edi- 
tion of the Italian women’s film festival (Kinomata). At the time, Paola 
Faloja was assistant to Federico Fellini and Vito Pandolfi, who was also 


her husband, and she had directed 1 manichini. 


Thirty years have passed and this year's edition of the Turin Women’s 
Film Festival seems to have been deserted by Italian women directors, 
although the public continues to flock to the event in ever-growing 
numbers: an odd state of affairs because today, we have more women 
directors than when the festival was taking its first uncertain steps. 
“Women directors from all over the world are inundating us with hun- 
dreds of films while our home-grown talent is scared to take part: they 
don't want to be thought of as living in a sort of ghetto and don't think 
of this event as being a privileged showcase,” Clara Rivalta, the artistic 


director of the Turin Festival tells us. 


The screening of Faloja’s film about the early women pioneers of Italian 
cinema - many of whom are totally unknown to the majority of the 
public - was one of the highlights of Turin this year. Faloja’s protago- 
nists are all strong, courageous women with character to spare, al- 
though most of the films they made have unfortunately been lost. It is 
now up to the new generation of historians to recover them for posteri- 
ty. Enza Troianelli, an historian who died young, researched this docu- 
mentary with Faloja. Troianelli will be best remembered for her por- 


trait of Elvira Notari, the founder of two production companies, Dora 
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Film and Gennariello Film (after her son). Notari made hundreds of 
films that despite being derised by the critics of the day, were relished 
by homesick Italian immigrants in America. Naples and its surrounding 
area was almost always a feature of these films. The protagonists were 
ordinary men and women of the people who were photographed in a 
style that only several years later would come to be known as neoreal- 
ism. The audacity of films like Fantasia e surdato or La tavola dei poveri 


still have the power to surprise us today. 


“After sending faxes all over the world, we discovered that the Amster- 
dam Film Library had some films by Diana Karenne on its shelves. She 
was a Polish woman who became Italian on her marriage and made 
films in France and Germany. She was also a futurist painter and her 
work is reminiscent of Lolita Lempicka’s. There is a wonderful scene 
where she pretends to be a snake charmer. Part of this priceless materi- 
al was given to us by two pre-eminent film experts, Riccardo Redi (a 
journey to Paradise and a tap dance) and Martinelli (who lent us his ex- 
traordinary collection of photos” Faloja informs us. “The other direc- 
tors came from all over Italy. Daisy Silvan was a Florentine nobel- 
woman about whom very little is known apart from the fact that she 
directed “Bolscevism”. A film that no longer exists. Elettra Raggio, who 
directed several noirs, hailed from Milan. Giulia Cassini Rizzotto was 
Sicilian. She made sparkling comedies in the style of Ernst Lubitsch. 
Then there were Diana D’Amore, Bianca Virginia Camagni and Gemma 


Bellincioni Stagno, a famous opera singer. They were all actresses and 
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we were able to see what they looked like even if most of their films 


have been destroyed.” 


We ask Faloja about the exclusion of the women who directed Italy’s 
silent divas (who swore that they and not their directors, were respon- 
sible for the films). “I left Francesca Bertini out because she was never 
credited with directing a film. 1 know that in Mingozzi’s documentary 
Bertini says, “you see, | was the one who held the threads, | wrote this 
and | was the one who decided how a given scene should be filmed”, 
but we had to stick to the facts and the eight women directors we in- 
cluded in the film are without a doubt true filmmakers. 1 cannot say 
the same for the others, and that includes Di Sangro who never was 


credited for having directed made a film.” 


Asked about Vito Pandolfi, an unforgettable name for all those who 
know and love Italian cinema, Faloja tells us, “The restored copy of Gli 
Ultimi that Pandolfi made in 1963 was just presented in Udine.

No acknowledgment for his activity in the fight for liberation and his 
sacrifice.

Count Nicandro Troianelli: partisan, shot in Val Varaita 


No acknowledgment for his activity in the fight for liberation and his 
sacrifice. The brother Giovanni fell on the opposite front in Spain and 


has been decorated with medal of gold for his military valor. 


Between the heroic figures of our country very rarely a valorous parti- 
san slaughtered by the Germans remembers himself while he was in 
activity in the field of the Val Varaita, between Saluzzo and the French 
border. We will try to trace a short profile of the man and the soldier 
through the files of the organizations partisans and the memory of his 
daughter Giovanna, then alive in Cassino. His sacrifice, than sluices an 
intense activity of resistance with the brigades "Garibaldi", has not ever 
had the attention that it deserved; never an acknowledgment that 
placed it to the par of other combatant valorosi decorates to you from 


the Italian Republic. 


It is unavoidable that make yourself 1 compare with the destiny of the 
older brother Giovanni, died heroically some year before on the oppo- 
site front in the war of Spain and decorated with medal of gold to the 


valor military it is in Spain that in Italy.

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Paola Faloja is an eclectic pioneer of the visual arts. This graduate of 
the Academy of Fine Arts, sculptress and stage actress also directed a 
documentary entitled Le pioniere della macchina da presa - The Pio- 
neers of the Film Camera, presented by RAI at the HYPERLINK 
"http://www.tamtamcinema.it/festival.asp?id=160&lang=eng" Turin In- 
ternational Women’s Festival (1-9 March 2002). In the seventies, she 
was one of just a handful of Italian women film directors who counted 
in the industry. “There was Wertmuller, Cavani, Mangini... and me. I 
don’t remember anyone else. | had been a pioneer of film since the ear- 


ly sixties.” 


In the early seventies, Annabella Miscuglio, Rony Daopoulos of the 
FilmStudio took a giant step forward when they organised the first edi- 
tion of the Italian women’s film festival (Kinomata). At the time, Paola 
Faloja was assistant to Federico Fellini and Vito Pandolfi, who was also 


her husband, and she had directed 1 manichini. 


Thirty years have passed and this year's edition of the Turin Women’s 
Film Festival seems to have been deserted by Italian women directors, 
although the public continues to flock to the event in ever-growing 
numbers: an odd state of affairs because today, we have more women 
directors than when the festival was taking its first uncertain steps. 
“Women directors from all over the world are inundating us with hun- 
dreds of films while our home-grown talent is scared to take part: they 


don't want to be thought of as living in a sort of ghetto and don't think 
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of this event as being a privileged showcase,” Clara Rivalta, the artistic 


director of the Turin Festival tells us. 


The screening of Faloja’s film about the early women pioneers of Italian 
cinema - many of whom are totally unknown to the majority of the 
public - was one of the highlights of Turin this year. Faloja’s protago- 
nists are all strong, courageous women with character to spare, al- 
though most of the films they made have unfortunately been lost. It is 
now up to the new generation of historians to recover them for posteri- 
ty. Enza Troianelli, an historian who died young, researched this docu- 
mentary with Faloja. Troianelli will be best remembered for her por- 
trait of Elvira Notari, the founder of two production companies, Dora 
Film and Gennariello Film (after her son). Notari made hundreds of 
films that despite being derised by the critics of the day, were relished 
by homesick Italian immigrants in America. Naples and its surrounding 
area was almost always a feature of these films. The protagonists were 
ordinary men and women of the people who were photographed in a 
style that only several years later would come to be known as neoreal- 
ism. The audacity of films like Fantasia e surdato or La tavola dei poveri 


still have the power to surprise us today. 


“After sending faxes all over the world, we discovered that the Amster- 
dam Film Library had some films by Diana Karenne on its shelves. She 
was a Polish woman who became Italian on her marriage and made 
films in France and Germany. She was also a futurist painter and her 


work is reminiscent of Lolita Lempicka’s. There is a wonderful scene 
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where she pretends to be a snake charmer. Part of this priceless materi- 
al was given to us by two pre-eminent film experts, Riccardo Redi (a 
journey to Paradise and a tap dance) and Martinelli (who lent us his ex- 
traordinary collection of photos” Faloja informs us. “The other direc- 
tors came from all over Italy. Daisy Silvan was a Florentine nobel- 
woman about whom very little is known apart from the fact that she 
directed “Bolscevism”. A film that no longer exists. Elettra Raggio, who 
directed several noirs, hailed from Milan. Giulia Cassini Rizzotto was 
Sicilian. She made sparkling comedies in the style of Ernst Lubitsch. 
Then there were Diana D’Amore, Bianca Virginia Camagni and Gemma 
Bellincioni Stagno, a famous opera singer. They were all actresses and 
we were able to see what they looked like even if most of their films 


have been destroyed.” 


We ask Faloja about the exclusion of the women who directed Italy’s 
silent divas (who swore that they and not their directors, were respon- 
sible for the films). “I left Francesca Bertini out because she was never 
credited with directing a film. 1 know that in Mingozzi’s documentary 
Bertini says, “you see, | was the one who held the threads, | wrote this 
and | was the one who decided how a given scene should be filmed”, 
but we had to stick to the facts and the eight women directors we in- 
cluded in the film are without a doubt true filmmakers. 1 cannot say 
the same for the others, and that includes Di Sangro who never was 


credited for having directed made a film.” 
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Asked about Vito Pandolfi, an unforgettable name for all those who 
know and love Italian cinema, Faloja tells us, “The restored copy of Gli 
Ultimi that Pandolfi made in 1963 was just presented in Udine. This 
film was made in a small town in Friuli and is based on the autobiogra- 
phy of Father Davide Maria Turoldo, who was the child of peasants.

No acknowledgment for his activity in the fight for liberation and his 
sacrifice.

C ask me about my childhood, i would say i was blessed. lets start 
with the good. my grandparents on my father's side , who i never had 
the privilege of knowing , must have been brilliant people. they chose 
a homestead on the top of a south facing hill. the house was a simple 
little two family, with sun porches facing the south front. these porch- 
es acted as passive solar collectors and heated up even on sunny winter 
days. they had beautiful old french single paned (sp?) glass, with bam- 
boo horizontal shades which could be lowered in the summer's blazing 
sun. my memories of the sun porch are blissful. i spent hours here 
reading some of the first books of my life, did drawing and painting 


and dreaming on this porch , a lovely place on earth. in

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side the house seemed big enough , when i go back to visit now it 
seems pretty tight. just 4 small rooms, 2 bedrooms, a kitchen, living 
room and pantry. there was no central heat, only the heat from a 'gas 
and gas ' stove in the kitchen. it was lovely to hang out by the stove in 
the winter. another benefit was that during christmas, we could close 
the door to the living room in the evening , where the christmas tree 
held court. in the morning ,we opened the door to this room which 
was freezing cold, and the perfume of the fresh christmas tree poured 
out from the room. magic! the other room that could be closed off , as 
a'cold room' was the pantry. here too there were wonderful smells of 
coffee and spices. my mom, josie had the eye of an artist. the 
kitchen she created (it was small perhaps 12x15?) , but was pouring out 
sunshine. on the bottom of the kitchen , below the wainscot?, were 
bright butter yellow tiles, the top of the walls a medium turquoise. 
the combination of the two colors was something joyous and unfor- 
gettable. upstairs in the house were my wonderful aunt still, uncle , 
louie and cousin rosemary. how enriching to life to have a compassion- 
ate loving auntie stella upstairs making 'swan cupcakes’ and other food 
delights which were often shared . aunt stella was a person who 
poured out love and humility, and she was really a second mother. the 
back yard of the house was perhaps the most glorious part. immedi- 
ately outside of the back door was the mulberry tree which was loaded 
with delicious berries in the summer. further back in the yard was a 
huge grapevine, so lovely to sit under in the summer, and in the fall the 
grapes ripened (and sometimes over ripened) creating delicious sweet 


tart grapes and their luscious smells. the yard was a double yard and 
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went way back up to a dead end street. it went up to the huge mary 
immaculate farm on the very top of the hill. the yard was filled with 
two huge organic gardens , and many fruit trees , sweet cherry ,sour 
cherry, several plums, peaches , etc. midway from the house behind 
the old barn/garage my father built us acabin. geek that iwas i soon 
turned it into alibrary with books donated by my beloved intellectual 
uncle emil. uncle emil was a beautiful influence in our lives. when 
my sister and i were 5yo , he would walk us around his grounds, and 
teach my sister french and me latin. he spoke 5 languages fluently, 
and had the softest most beautiful european accent. his wife , aunt 
alice (fuoco primiani)was also a great presence of love in our lives. 
cousin rose mary and my father tended the flower garden on the right 
perimeter of the garden, it was fun to learn to plant the little zinnia and 
annual seedlings, water them in , and watch them grow into flowers of 
joy. iended up in life creating some highly complex and sophisticated 
gardens , but zinnias still perhaps signal joy more than any other 
flower for me. lastly there were interesting direct neighbors who 
were our immediate social interaction. on the left were the domijans. 
grandmother domijan, 'babcia', had a magnificent large perennial 
garden that was like a park the large 50 x 25' area was surrounded 
by a hedge perhaps boxwood? or barberry? within the flower area 
were grass paths and beds of perennials, phlox paniculata, daffodils, 
hemerocallis, and many classic favorites. further up in their yard was a 
huge chicken coop full of melodious chickens. i loved their sound and 
smell, and now remember fondly the thought of their clucking chuck- 


ling dances. it was always quite shocking to see the quiet innocent 
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babcia , take a chicken by his neck to the chopping block and whack! 
chop his head off. the poor little guy minus his head would go run- 
ning around for a minute before finally giving up the fight. ahh the 
memories of a farm like child hood. babcia's son chester , who built 
a modern house at the back of their property became a math teacher at 
the local high school and then later its principal. his son, david, who 
was my tonka truck in the mud playmate later became the youngest 
president of the new york stock exchange. later tragically , perhaps 
from the pressure of that huge job, he died an very early death. on 
the other side of our property at the front were the denuzio', a lovely 
italian family. i remember muddiet (sp?)(their grandmother) having a 
fig tree and digging in half under the ground in the winter to protect 
it. on the right north east our neighbors were the goodies. mr goodie 
was a violin teacher , so there was always beautiful chopin and other 
classical harmonies pouring out of their windows. on the north was 
joanie przbz's uncle who also had a magnificent formal garden. and 
lastly on the north was the magnificent mary immaculate farm. on 
top of the hill a beautiful place of meadow flowers and sunshine. 
but there was another spot of magic worth mentioning, the cellar. as 
a child it was always a little scary to go down in the cellar , but there 
were some amazing delights to explore there. the cellar walls were 
made of mortared field stone, which was always _ cold and a bit damp, 
with an earthy smell, not like the dry antiseptic cellars of current 
american houses. in the first part of the cellar were the old fashioned 
electric washing machines with the dryer bars on top. what fun play- 


ing with these and getting our hands caught in the dryer bars. to the 
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south front of the cellar was an old gas stove. in the fall father boiled 
the grapes here and turned the grapes into grape juice and grape jel- 
ly. ican still remember them boiling the jars and melting the wax to 
pour on top of the jelly jars to seal them. what a great memory. last- 
ly to the south was father ;s work shop where he fashioned a go cart

ing and restoring houses fit the bill , and although they were humble 


endeavors, ithink i accomplished some excellent projects in these 
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fields, some work that iam proud of. because iwas never a '9 to5 
er' and always worked for myself , i guess i would be referred to as an 
‘entrepreneur’. sounds a little too fancy , but i think that's the best 
word to encapsulate the different projects i did for 'work’. i never had 
the desire to have a lot, my goal was only to be able to retire with at 
least $20k per year to live on, and to have free time to enjoy life. my

“The Catlin House, an 18th century farmhouse in Harwinton, Ct., is 
blessed to sit atop a south facing hill with views to the south and west. 
The garden is entered through a rustic grape arbor paved with nat- 
ural fieldstone. At the top of the garden near the house there is a gran- 
ite terrace with herb garden, period trellises, French antique wire plant 
stands, and a granite farm sink that has been used to display plants. 
The property is surrounded by ancient stone walls with granite steps 
leading down into the gardens. About seven years ago we worked with 
garden designer Rob Camp Fuoco to add several new Colonial Revival 
gardens. A happy froggy (a Longwood gardens reproduction) presides 
over the blue and lime green color theme water garden. Close by is a 
pink, red, and white color theme garden, featuring a French cider mill- 
stone which appears to float on English chimney pots. (a tricky engi- 
neering achievement!) Rustic French seats add to the charm of this 
garden.

After graduating, he worked in Munich, Paris, Lon- 
don, New York City, Panama, and Peru, before settling in the United 

States in 1856. In 1861 he was named first superintendent of parks 

in Hartford, Connecticut, where he designed Bushnell Park and Cedar 

Hill Cemetery. In 1874 he became a collaborator with Frederick Law 

Olmsted on projects including Mount Royal Park in Montreal, and 


the Washington, D.C., Capitol grounds. 


Weidenmann's Hartford designs include grounds for the American 
School for the Deaf, Bushnell Park, the Butler-McCook Homestead gar- 
dens, Cedar Hill Cemetery, and the Institute of Living )

this isa picture of the magnificent eolia mansion, and harkness 
memorial state park, in waterford,ct. this beautiful 1906 renais- 
sance revival mansion was the home of philanthropists edward and 
mary harkness. the house was designed by the architectural firm of 
lord and hewlett, and the 220 acre grounds and gardens were de- 


signed from 1918-1929 by landscape designer beatrix farrand jones.

back in the 1970's while doing research during a long ct. winter 
e at the connecticut state library, i discovered a long lost collec- 
tion of photographs of historic hartford architecture and street scenes.

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Chiaramonte & Archer Garden 
By Tovah Martin 


Balancing the house was an issue. By modern standards, the abode 
might not measure up to some of the McMansions one sees around. 


But compared to your average 18th Century abode, it’s a behemoth. 


In truth, the Harwinton structure is two houses and a barn spliced to- 
gether. Inside, the Catlin House is a labyrinth of little rooms, nooks, 
and crannies on several levels linked by more stairs than anyone can 
keep track of. I’m sure that Frank Chiaremonte and Girvice Archer have 
the floorplan down after thirty-two years in residence. But for the rest 


of us, navigation is seriously bewildering. 


Most prospective buyers would have warmed to the historical am- 
biance that the house provides as their primary incentive for purchase. 
The fact that the sizable center chimney town house was built in 1795 
would furnish sufficient compelling allurement for the typical white 
elephant seeker. And multiplying that fascination would be the fact 
that the building then was combined with the 1739 farmhouse across 
the street, moved over as an addition in the first decade of the 19th 
Century. Beside that, a barn-like building was also attached Vermont- 
style, providing still another space and more bulk to the footprint. Of 
course, the historic elements were an attraction, and they definitely 
were not lost on either of the prospective buyers. But it was the 


screened porch behind the compound that clinched the deal for Archer. 
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Perhaps you could blame the affinity for a sprawling porch on Girvice 
Archer’s Texas roots. In 1969, he relocated from the Lone Star State to 
Connecticut. The following year, Archer met Frank Chiaramonte and 
they’ve been partners ever since. Archer is an anesthesiologist at Water- 
bury Hospital; Chiaramonte is the First Selectman of Harwinton, and 
together they tackled the restoration of the house. That endeavor swal- 
lowed the bulk of their time, energy, and resources until about eight 
years ago. And then Archer discovered that not only was a love of 
sprawling lounging porches in his blood, but the need to survey a gar- 
den from that standpoint was also intrinsic to his character. Chiara- 


monte was right alongside on the garden incentive. 


Of course, they'd already tinkered with plantings. A skillfully executed 
grove of evergreens stands in front of the house, installed specifically to 
muffle the din of the traffic whizzing by. Archer refers to his rhodies af- 
fectionately as “the sound barrier.” And they inherited a grape arbor 
that was subsequently redone in cedar alongside the barn. Peony beds 
were flourishing behind the house. Plus, the two were also the proud 
stewards of four evenly-spaced, two hundred year old maples in front, 
three of which have since fallen dramatic victim to the freak ice storm 
that befell the neighborhood a few years ago. Their loss is felt as keenly 
today as it was in the weeks after the storm struck and wreaked its dev- 


astation. 


Talk to Chiaramonte and Archer together, and you’re going to come 


away with a confused sense of what happened next. The way | pieced 
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the picture was that a barn was moved from Danbury about ten years 
ago to the far end of the long, slender, almost two acre property. From 
there, the garden followed. Which makes sense when you consider that 
something needed to knit the new structure with the rest of the config- 
uration. From there, the garden’s design was put in the capable hands 
of Rob Camp Fuoco, who designed the Harriet Beatrice Stowe garden 
in Hartford as well as doing consulting and design for Elizabeth Park 
and Hill-Stead Museum. Chiaramonte knew Fuoco since he was a stu- 
dent in Newington High School and it made perfect sense to put the 
plan under the umbrella of a longtime friend and expert in historic 


landscapes. 


In the meantime, Chiaramonte and Archer had purchased a millstone. 
In fact, no one can swear that the millstone didn’t spark the garden 
scheme in the first place. Acquired in Norfolk, the 1500 lb stone was 
originally employed for crushing apples. It lay unemployed in the back- 
yard for a year or two, awaiting an appropriate setting. And as it lin- 
gered, it gained status until the partners decided that it deserved focal 


point billing. 


So the idea of mounting the millstone was hatched. And when the duo 
found a set of octagonal chimney stacks at Brimfield, they came up 
with the plan to elevate the millstone and give it the most prominent 
position in the garden. Plus they wanted a water feature and also need- 
ed a seating area - those are the main components of the garden that 


evolved. 
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Choosing the proper place to make all this happen was not a challenge. 
Walls delineate the backyard, and a sunken area with stone steps lead- 
ing down just begged for a planting. In that spot, Chiaramonte and 
Archer wanted something simple and low maintenance, to match the 


strong lines of the millstone. So Fuoco came up with Colonial Revival. 


That’s how the set of perennial beds, like quotation marks set in blue 
and chartreuse, came to dwell around the pool that was installed - with 
a frog fountain in the center and a proliferating array of reproduction 
Victorian frog statues along the perimeter. Then, another set of beds - 
these in pink, red, and white - lead down the hill in clear geometry. 
Punctuating the beds are antique statues of hares, snails, and other 
creatures, adding interest year around. And deftly clipped boxwood 


keeps the accent eloquent throughout the seasons. 


Just who was responsible for input into which bed, and who requested 
what specific element of the design, | couldn’t quite ascertain. The gist 
of it was that both partners have strongly held opinions on all aspects 

of the garden, and it is very much influenced by their preferences. The 


resulting scene is an absolutely delightful collaboration. 


There is only one certainty: In summer, when the perennials are hap- 
pening and the vines are twining, it’s the ideal site for a party. And quite 
often, that’s exactly what happens at this Harwinton setting on mid- 
summer eves. With sumptuous light washing over the south-facing hill 


and faux bois furniture to cradle your tired soul, the spot is the perfect 
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interlude for a get together. And, speaking of which, the perfect hosts - 
Chiaramonte, Archer, and the garden they created - are entertaining 
guests on June 24 from 10:00 AM to 4:00 PM when the Chiaramonte/ 
Archer garden is included in The Garden Conservancy's Open Days

Mills House No.1 located at 160 Bleecker Street NY, NY was designed 
by architect Earnest Flagg in the 1800's as a men's hotel. It offered 
clean, safe, lodging and it closed during the day to encourage men to 
find work. Back then it had over 1500 single rooms. Today it has 189 
luxury Co-Op units. It has two signature identical massive 10 story in- 
terior airshafts that are covered with skylights. Hence the name, "The 
Atrium.” The legendary Jazz Showcase named the Village Gate also was 
located in this building for over 30 years. Currently, it is a CVS with 
"The Village Theater" located below.

This is the only survivor of a group of three men's hotels from the late 


1800 


built by Mills in New York City. 


Built originally as a hostel for poor gentlemen, 
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this block-wide building contained 1,500 tiny rooms available at afford- 


able rates. 


The hotel was closed during the day to encourage its residents to seek 
work. 
The hotel was built in accordance with the 1879 Tenement House Law 


known as the 'Old Law’ 


With two 60-square foot airshafts penetrating a structure that occupies 


four city lots, 


this building exemplifies Flagg's main proposals for changes in the zon- 


ing laws. 


A major lobbyist for housing reform, Flagg might have been inspired by 
the layout of the Dakota [1884], or by the apartment buildings he had 


seen in Paris during his studies abroad.
